without success. At this, Tom, with 
the encouragement of Nora, ac- 
cepts the post of sheriff and de- 
cides to clean up the town. He 
realizes that his brother Billy is a 
traitor, and as he talks with him, 
Billy is shot by one of Blackie’s 
men. Tom is accused of the crime 
and put on trial. About to be con- 
victed on trumped-up_ evidence, 
Tom reveals his true identity. that 
of a representative of the National 
Express Company, sent to Rawhide 
to punish the men who rob the 
stage.
